cued  from  the  Grave ,  and  enj  oyed  the  Plea- 
fires  of  Society  for  feveral  Years  after.

But  notwithftanding  the  7iumerous  and 
vo ell- authenticated  Falls  of  this  Kind,  the 
Cudom  above-mentioned  remains  in  full 
Force.  As  foon  as  the  Semblance  of  Death 
appears,  the  Chamber  of  the  Sick  is  de¬ 
fer  ted  by  Friends,  Relatives,  and  Phyfici-

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ans  $  and  the  apparently  dead \  though  fre-* 
quently  living  Body,  is  committed  to  the 
Management  of  an  ignorant  and  unfeeling 
Nurfe,  whofe  Care  extends  no  farther  than 
laying  the  Limbs  Straight,  and  fecuring  her 
accuftomed  Spoil.  The  Bed-Cloaths  are 
immediately  removed,  and  the  Body  is  ex- 
pofed  to  the  Air,  which,  when  cold,  muff 
cxtinguijh  the  little  Spark  of  Life  that 
may  remain,  and  which,  by  a  different 
Treatment,  might  have  been  kindled  into 
Flame.*

Age,  who  had  been  for  fome  Weeks  before  troubled  with  at 
bad  Coughj  was  fuddenly  feized  with  a  Fit  ;  a  Phyiician 
was  immediately  fent  for,  who,  finding  that  the  Heart  and 
Lungs  had  ceafed  to  perform  their  Functions,  thatherLips 
and  Cheeks  were  pale,  and  her  Temples  funk,  concluded 
that  Life  was  irrecoverably  loft.  For  the  Satisfaction,  how¬ 
ever,  of  her  afRiCted  Parents,  a  Clyfter  was  adminiftered, 
and  her  Wrifts  were  chafed  with  Spirituous  Water ;  but  no 
Sign  of  Life  appearing,  the  Soles  of  the  Feet  were  ordered 
to  be  rubbed  wit\\J}rong  Brine  \  and  the  FriCtion  was  conti¬

there  is  the  greateft  Reafon  for  concluding, 
that  many,  in  Confequence  of  this  Difeafe, 
have  been  prematurely  numbered  among  the 
Dead  ;  and  that  the  fond  Parent  by  ne¬ 
glecting  the  Means  of  recalling  Life,  has 
often  been  the  guiltlefs  Executioner  of  her 
own  Offspring. 


To  prevent  the  Commiffion  of  fuch 
dreadful  Miftakes,  no  Child,  whofe  Life 
has  been  apparently  extinguifhed  by  Con- 
vulfions,  fhould  be  configned  to  the  Grave , 
till  all  the  Means  of  Recovery,  above  re¬
